Texas fans were impressed 
by the play of the Kentucky Babe in the S.M U. game in 
1949 and against Texas this year. Comparison betwepn 
Babe and Sammy Baugh. former TCU great, will be a 
thought in the minds of quite a few of the patrons Jan. 1. 
In putting Babe beside Baugh. the following records 
be taken into mind. In 33 Rames in three years. 
x>mpleted 331 passes in 592 attempts for an average 
of 55.9 and a total of 4351 yards with 50 touchdown 
heaves. Baugh. presently with the professional Wash- 
ington Redskins, led an undermanned TCU team for 
three years, threw 599 passes. 274 of which were com- 
plete for an overall total of 3479 yards. His average was 
45.8';. Baugh held the national pass completion record 
it this year.

the Great Lakes Bowl and a loss in the Orange Bowl in 
the last five years. UK has come into its own as a mod- 
ern day powerhouse. This year s bowl bid completes the 
cycle of major bowls. 

Texas Christian's 32-21 loss to Texas and Kentucky's 
7-6 loss to the same team seem to give the Wildcats a 
slight advantage but comparative scores don't hold true 
very often in the calibre of games played in this Bowl. 

TC U. goes into the game with a 6-4 record, one of the 
worst in the history of the bowl. The Horned Frogs 
run from a spread formation, commonly called the Meyer 
spread Led by the running and passing of the polished 
and versatile Gil Bartosh. and the running of Bobby Jack 
Floyd, the charges of Coach Meyer won the right to 
represent the conference in the Cotton Bowl with a 4-1 
mark in league play.

Coach Bryant got in touch with the 
weatherman and was told that the weather would be as 
good here as in any part of the south. So practice was 
called for Lexington.

Conference Manages Bowl 

The story of the Cotton Bowl' is a short but interesting 
one. After a Dallas oilman conceived the idea in 1937. 
it ran along successfully but he turned it over to a group 
of Dallas business men. These men ran the project un- 
til 1941 when it was turned into a conference project, 
governed by a board representing each school in the con- 
ference. Every game has been a sell-out which has 
helped to further the bowl's progress to a point where it 
is second in importance and value only to the Rose Bowl 
It has an advantage in that respect because it is not tied 
up by contract with any other conference and therefore 
can pick from a wide group of top teams each year. The 
record of wins in past years are:

Serigraphs 
On Display 
In Fine Arts 

Serigraphs by Sylvia Wald. for- 
mer Kentuckian now living in New 
York, are on exhibition from 10 a m 
to 5 p.m. this week at the Fine Arts 
Building. 

The collection includes 33 prints 
of the nationally known artist, and 
is circulated by the Allen R Hite 
Art Institute of the University of 
Louisville and the National Sen- 
graph Society. 

Scrlgraphy is a print process that 
uses a silk screen through which 
colors are forced by a squeegee Mrs 
Wald creates her pictures while 
printing, unlike other artists who 
often use a master drawing. 

A native of Philadelphia, the 
artist lived in Louisville during 
World War II. During that time 
one of her prints was selected by the 
Library of Congress for the "Amer- 
ica at War" series. Another print 
was awarded a purchase prize in the 
annual show of Kentucky and 
Southern Indiana artists. 

Mrs Wald's serigraphs won first 
prizes in the 1949 and 1950 National 
Serigraph Society's contests, and 
she won another purchase prize this 
year at the Brooklyn Museum. 

Her works are in the permanent 
collections of the New York public 
library. Museum of Modert Art. 
Philadelphia Museum of Art, Na- 
tional Gallery of Canada, Atkins

More anti-gambling resolution sig- 
natures have been added to the 
Kernel count of last week. The total 
is now 980 valid names. 

President Bob Smith explained to 
i he SGA assembly Monday night 
how the original estimate was made. 
His statistical method received both 
criticism and passive approval from 
assembly members. 

Although he claimed the Kernel 
report was inaccurate. Smith did 
not refute any portions of last 
week's article. 

He intimated that Dean A. D. Kir- 
wan's account of the estimate meth- 
od was nearly correct. Smith said 
the original 4000 names were ob- 
tained by multiplying the number 
of resolutions sent out to the fac- 
ulty by the average number of 
names found on resolutions that had 
been turned in. 

Constitutionalists Disapprove 

"When we made the estimate." 
said Smith, "no one anticipated any 
erious question of the number." 

The assembly members objecting 
to Smith's method were Constitu- 
tionalists Their point of dissension 
was that Smith couldn't count what 
he didn't have. They thought it in- 
valid to reach conclusions from only 
a sample number of resolutions. 

Henry Neel made a motion that 
the assembly publicize a statement 
acknowledging the erroneous esti- 
mate and saying that it was mis- 
taken. The assembly decided to 
appoint a committee to draw up the 
statement. The committee's state- 
ment reads as follows: 

"In an effort to correct any er- 
roneous impressions given by the 
newspaper accounts of the results 
of SGA s anti-gambling resolutions, 
we. the members of the assembly, 
would like to make clear that the 



count, but an estimate, based on a 
ratio arrived at by study of resolu- 
tions turned in." 

Smith Claims Some Loss 

Smith claimed that part of the 
discrepancy between his original i 
estimation and the Kernel figures 
was due to the loss of some of the 
resolutions. He did not say definitely 
who had lost these resolutions nor 
how many were lost. 

During the past week, the SGA 
secretary phoned all department 
heads and urged members of the 
faculty to turn in any resolutions 
that they might have. These addi- 
tional signatures were added to the 
Kernel total of last week. 

Earlier in the meeting. Jess Gard- 
ner gave a report on the student 
directories. He said the directories 
would go to the printer this week 
and that they should be ready for 
distribution after the Christmas va- 
cation. 

Jerry Bass reported that the 
teacher rating project had worked 
through the professors in the Eng- 
lish Department. He asked Presi- 
dent Smith to appoint someone to 
take over the project because he 
goes out of office next week. 

Commenting on tne ratings. Bass 
said he thought they were appre- 
ciated by the majority of teachers. 
He said he had received many letters 
from other schools asking for in- 
formation on the program.

Detectives of the Lexington police 
lorce Saturday afternoon arrested 
Cleve Biggerstaff, 122 Hamilton 
Park. Lexington, on a charge of set- 
ting up and operating a handbook.' 
Biggerstaff was taken into custody 
on a warrant sworn to by Jesse 
Wright, president of the newly- 
formed Student Action Society. 

Biggerstaff was arrested at the 
Rosebud Club. 121 N. Mill Street, 
after Wright had made affidavit be- 
fore Police Judge Thomas J. Ready- 
that he placed a $2 bet with Bigger- 
staff at the Club on Friday. 

Wright told the judge he placed 
a $2 bet on a horse in the ninth race 
at Tropical Park in Florida. He 
also swore there were scratch sheets 
in the restaurants. 

When arrested Biggerstaff denied 
accepting bets and said he had no 
federal stamp, since "I'm not run- 
ning any book." The two detectives 
who searched the club said they 
found no gambling paraphernalia, 
other than one scratch sheet, in 
either the restaurant or its kitchen. 

In Police Court Monday, Bigger- 
staff's trial was continued until 
next Tuesday. 

Wright said he visited the Rose- 
bud Club as a representative of the 
Student Action Society, which was 
formed to combat student gambling.

Basketball Team Favored To Win 
Fourth Sugar Bowl Championship

Coach Adolph Rupp's "little boys- 
will be favored to cop their fourth 
8ugar Bowl championship when 
they drift down South to take part 
in the Sugar Bowl festivities at New 
Orleans beginning with their tussle 
with Brigham Young on Dec. 28. 
The winner of this game will battle 
the St. Louis- Villanova winner for 
the championship on Dec. 29, after 
the consolation pame between the 
two first round losers. 
On the basis of their number one 
it appears the or.ly worry 
Cats have is finding a place on 
trophy shelf for tr.e Sugar 
trophy. However, the great 
put up by the St Xavier 
ers indicated that the Cats 
missing the height of big Bill 
under the baskets, and the 
lack of reserve strength may be an 
important factor especially if a 
couple of UK's big guns fou out. 
Another factor which lie folks 



around the bluegrass aren't likely to 
forget is that UK has never beaten 
the St. Louis Billikins. Last year 
Kentucky was the favorite, but the 
Billikins upset them, 43-42, in an 
overtime period. UK rooters had to 
be satisfied with third place when 
the Cats trimmed Syracuse, 69-59. 
in the consolation contest. 

In 1949 the Billikins. coached by 
Ed Hickey. did it again by 
what many consider to have 
the greatest team evei 
the "fabulous five". Ed Hickey has 
another strong team at St. Louis 
this year and can be expected to 
give the Cats a tough game if both 
teams can get by first round foes. 
That is a pretty big "if", for both 
Villanova and Brigham Young 
usually turn up with strong teams. 

Despite their losses to St. Louis, 
the Cats have had considerable suc- 
cess in "Sugar Bowl land ' where 
they have an overall record of six 



wins and four losses while capturing 
three championships. 

In 1938 the Cats won the title by- 
whipping Pittsburgh. 40-29. Two 
years latter they copped another 
title by edging Ohio State 36-30. 

They sulfered their first Sugar 
Bowl loss when Indiana defeated 
them 48-45 in 1941. They went down 
to their second straight defeat when 
Hank Iba's ball possessive 
deleated them 37-31 in 1947. 
After defeating Tulane. 78-47 in 
the opener, the Cats dropi>ed the 
championship game in an overtime 
period to the Billikins. 42-40, ui the 
finals in 1949 

Kentucky did some upsetting of 
its own in 1950 when Bill Spivey. 
Skippy Whitaker. Bobby Watson, 
and Shelby Linville were brash 
young sophomores. The Cats 
squeaked by Villanova, 57-56. in a 
overtime period, and then came back 
the next night to topple Bradley, 
71-CC, for the championship.

In many ways \\ < an ulad to l>e able to make 
that statement. The past year ami the past 
month and a hah in particular have l>een hard 
ones for the I'niv ersitv and the Kernel. Dur- 
ing this period we have been obligated to print 
many news stories and editorials that we had 
hoped would never haw to be written. 

The next Kernel will be dealing with the events 
of a new year. We have a feeling that the new 
\ear win unng ine C ni\ersii\ neiier lominr man 
the past one has. 

Tin's feeling is due to a ereat extent to the rise 
in student thinking which has been evidenced 
as a result of the events of recent weeks. Many 
students still take little interest in anything that 
takes place on the campus, it is true, but an in- 
creasing number seem to l>e giving serious 
thought to the problem of just where the Uni- 
versity is going. These students want to know 
what steps can be taken to aid the University in 
crossing that "threshold of ureatness" we are al- 
ways close to. but never seem able to reach. 

We cannot detail a sti p by step plan: our own 
thinking on the subject has not advanced that 
far. We do feel. hn\\e\< r. that there is a step 
that could and should be taken during the holi- 
days by every student. 

This step would require no superhuman sacri- 
fice, nor would it interfere v ith the students' 
regular schedule of holiday events. It would 
simply consist of students showing through their 
actions and conversations to those not connected 
w ith the University that constructive work is be- 
ing done here, and that all UK students do not 
have a Vhats the use" attitude 
pus problems. 



We do not mean by this that students should 
try to ignore or nloss over the recent basketball 
scandal, which js bound to enter into many of 
their conversations with those not directly con- 
nected with the rniversity. We mean that they 
should make an effort to show that this is but a 
small part of the I'nivcrsity. that the larger and 
more important part of UK. the educational 
plant, is still in good operating shape. 

We believe that all the information concerning 
the University should l>e known, be it favorable 
or unfavorable, but information which highlights 
the unfavorable aspects of the University should 
not l>e allowed to distort the actual picture. 

Students should realize that the University is 
facing an educational crisis which could prove 
to be far more disastrous than the athletic dif- 
ficulties that we 'have had. The athletic situa- 
tion can be. and* Ix-ing remedied by administra- 
tive action. 

If the* projiosed budget for the coming two 
years is not approved hy the legislature, cor- 
rect administrative action could aid but not 
remedy the situation that would result from in- 
sufficient funds to maintain the University at its 
present academic level. Student support of the 
hudget could very easily have a great effect on 
its passage. Legislatures will not be too in- 
clined to pass a bill to aid a group if that very 
group is not in favor of its . passage. 

Students need not turn into lobbyists to ac- 
complish the desired effect. The mere indication 
to their state legislators that they understand 
what the budget passage means to the Univer- 
sity and the state could have a great deal of 
effect.

Tests Announced 
By Harvard Dean 
For Business School 

Dean Donald K David, of Har- 
vard University, has announced the 
fourth annual nationwide competi- 
tion for Regional Financial Aid 
Awards of the Harvard Business 
School. 

Of the 132 awards to be made this 
year. 110 will be made in the eight 
regions of the United States, and 22 
will be reserved for outstanding stu- 
dents from foreign countries. Twen- 
ty awards will be made in the re- 
gion, which includes Alabama. Flor- 
ida. Georgia. Kentucky. Mississippi. 
North Carolina. South Carolina. 
Tennessee, and Virginia. 

Awards under the Regional Finan- 
cial Aid Program for 1952-53 provide 
a maximum of $2,600 for a married 
student and $2,000 for a single stu- 
dent, the amount being adjusted to 
individual need. 

Similar aid will be available for 
the second year of study to those 
whose work has been satisfactory. 
These awards are given to students 
who meet the usual requirements 
for admission to the school and who 
demonstrate financial need and 
ability to profit from the two-year 
business program.
